ial Swimming Pool in Vulcan. Af¬ 
ter reviewing the plans, the mem¬ 
bers of the counc’l complimented 
the Lions Club upon their plans 
and offered the full co-op§ration of 
the council as to site, etc. 

The well is to be drilled adjacent 
to the old tennis court and the golf 
club house. It will be drilled by L. 
Granlin, and it is expected that he 
will start immediately. 

A town well is also situated 
there, which is capable of produc¬ 
ing about eight gallons per minute 
and is about 136 feet deep. ’ 

It has be r n found that wells are 
required which will give a mini 
mum of 22 gallons per minute. It 
is tie intention of drilling to a 
deeper level so as to draw from a 
different pool of water. This will 
prevent any danger of drain’ng 
adjacent wells and permit using 
both wells at the same time for 
the swimming pool. The wells will 
be tested as to capacity as soon as 
possible for two reasons. Firstly to 
determine the amount of water 
available because on this depends 
the size of the swimm’ng pool, and 
secondly this information will 
shortly be necessary in determin¬ 
ing the feasibility of-town water-

Machine Parts 

A correspondent advances a 
suggest'on with which most far¬ 
mers will agree, since they have, 
p.t one time or another, encounter¬ 
ed the annoy'ng lack of standardi¬ 
zation of which he complains. ‘ 

“Why,” he demands, “cannot 
parts of farm machinery be made 
so that they are interchangeable? 
Our mowers should be so designed 
that the guards and knife sections 
of one rrake would fit 'on the ma¬ 
chine built by another firm. Wag¬ 
ons should have a standard size 
of skein so that~w'e can replace a 
broken wheel with one from the 
old wagon. Too often we find that 
our dealers are stocked with plow¬ 
shares identical in every respect 
with the ones we want, except for 
the location of the bolt-hole. 

“At this time,” he concludes, 
“implement makers are preparing 
their new models for post-war 
sales. Can’t they standardize 
removable parts? It w'ould save 
us money, and what is equally im-

Present plena are for a pool to 
operate for the three summer 
months. 

As a building permit is not avail 
able this summer, it has been de¬ 
cided to go' ahead with the well as 
soon as possible, get the tests made 
determine the size of the, pool 
have an engineer make a survey,- 
check the gravel, etc., then draw 
up the plans, submit them to the 
provincial engineer for approval 
and any jecommendations he may 
be able to make, draw up the com¬ 
pleted plans, get the required 
building permit and submit the 
construction to tenders. 

Financing of the pool will be by 
direct appeal, to be made as soon 
as the well is tested. 

While the Vulcan Lions Club 
has taken the initiative towards ob¬ 
taining th s much felt want, it is 
not their intention of running it 
upon completion. It has been found 
that where such pools were ^ in 
operation in other communities, 
that patrons attended from a wide 
area. In view of this fact, the 
Lions passed the following resolu¬ 
tion at iheir last meeting. 

“That when the proposed swim¬ 
ming pool is completed, that this 
be turned into a, community enter¬ 
prise with a directorate composed 
of a member of the Irons Club, the 
Town of Vulcan and the Municipal¬ 
ity of Vulcan, as well as varioup 
organized bodies that care to sub¬ 
stantially support the enterprise.”

that would fare badly if the federal government fol¬ 
lowed the grim old principle of- a tooth for a tooth. 
Alberta particularly on its political recoid, of the 
past 24 years has been consistently slapping at Ot¬ 
tawa, first one cheek th f n the other cheek. Yet we 
are not cast into outer darkness. We fare about as 
well as the faithful Mb ri times. For twenty-four 
years Alberta has been expressing its individualism 
by electing memb rs who cannot hope, apparently 
within their lifetime, to be more than an opposition 
Not only that, but the p ovince doesn’t stay of ope 
mind long enough to make a lasting impression. Nor 
sooner had it achieved trained and able-parliamen¬ 
tarians out of its coterie of fight’ng Progressives, 

• than the electorate' ditched these representative,, 
and elected another group of entirely different ideol¬ 
ogy, completely at outs with any traditional policies. 
Purely Alberta’s aims in the federal-field must be a 
perplexity to the senior government. 

And in the last election Saskatchewan joined the 
ranks of t''e western fr^e thinkers, but it elected C. 
C.F. members definitely opposed to the faith of Al¬ 
berta’s Social Creditors. 1 It might reasonably have 
been''cxpected that Alberta and Saskatchewan, leav¬ 
ing s'mil.ar problems and dependent for prosperity 
on much the same 1 considerations, would have been 
united under a similar banner. But no, they increase 
confusion by following two different opposing par¬ 
ties! Who can d agnepe the western vote made up of 
such strange pattern? ’ ' 

* Most westerners agree in the'r quiet hours that the 
prosperity of the West is largely -d«r.»ndent ’on ex¬ 
port tratio anti expansion ef trade relations the world 
over. Hut when they vote, they support pa’ties that 
are concerned with world trade only to a minor 
degree. 

One might think that the quickest and most effec¬ 
tive w a v to advance the gospel of the west would be 
by working from within the. old parties. 

Hut that is not the way we rxpress ou’selves. We 
rebuff the government, regard’ess of concessions we 
may have received. And immediately after the elec¬ 
tions are over, we start sending delegations to Ot¬ 
tawa clamoring for a fair deal. We do this serene 
in the consciousness-that no matte- how we may 
vote at election time we are going to be looked after. 
This is democracy.

DEMOCRACY 


A N outward and visible sign of the working’s of 
democracy'was evident in the recent federal elec¬ 
tion which produced half-a-dozen or more parties, 
all advocating their own policies for the welfare of 
the Dominion. Only three of these parties enter¬ 
tained any hope of^forming a government. The 6th- 
ers, each cherishing its own beliefs, aimed only at a 
few members to form an opposition all its own. 

But democracy expre-sed it elf , in the perfect, 
freedom with which all parties cariied on their cam¬ 
paign. Anyone is free to launch a new party, violent¬ 
ly opposed to the existing government. Every man 
in Canada is free to vote for. whatever party he 
chooses, and there are no reprisals. The time is past 
when he need be afraid of losing his job because he 
votes wrong. There is no int midation at the polls 
The orderly minded man may yearn for the old two 
party system as reflecting more nearly the true 
sentiment of the electorate, but aside from argu¬ 
ment he has no weapon to enforce his yearnings. 

And under the democratic system a government 
upon its election is supposed to look after the in¬ 
terests of all Canada, not merely the sections which 
gave best support. Looking back over Canadian his¬ 
tory ‘it is surprising to find how conscientiously the 
government does tfjr to follow that ideal. Of. course 
no part of the country and no element of economic 
life is completely sat’sfied which perhaps is further 
sign of. the effort toward equitable treatment. , 
The prairie provinces are an example of an area

Under Groat Disadvantage Com¬ 
pared With Other Provinc-s. 
Gov’t, Boards of Trade and 
Other Organizations Act 


Premier Manning has promised 
that a determined* effot will he 
made by the Alberta Government 
to ret a revision of freight rates 
at the .Dominion-provincial confer¬ 
ence in August. Bjoards of Trade 
and farm organizations of Alberta 
have been active in pressing for 
revis'nn, and have, presented briefs 
on the question. The Calgary 
Beard of Trade has prepared a 
brief which embodies most of the 
arguments. • 

One point relates trrThe disad¬ 
vantages suffered by the wholesale 
trade of the province. 

The wholesale trade in Alberta 
suffers from a very great advan¬ 
tage enjoyed by Vancouver com¬ 
petitors and, to a lesser extent, 
from the advantage enjoyed by 
V'nni**eg competitors. 

National transportation policy 
handicaps Alberta by f.*vc-' q; the 
**">n.sportntinn of certain commodi¬ 
ties out of the province in a raw 
rnth-'r than a'partly or fully fin¬ 
ished state. 

If more of Alberta’s raw pro¬ 
ducts were fabricated in w.hole or 
in nnrt within the province, it 
would stimulate interest in mixed 
farming, thus lessening the de- 
jv nd-mce on, wheat production;.it 
would enlarge the provincial home 
market fo- agricultural products 
through the industrial employment 
provided and it would b onden the 
t''xat ; on ba e of -the province, 
thus tending to promote a largei 
community of interests as between 
East and West. 

For example: existing freight 
rates -favor the export of live cat- 
t e rather than of fresh meat, or 
other packing house products. 

Most serious effect of the 
freight rates structure is its effect 
on the cost of production in’ the 
West. Th.' West’s.higher produc¬ 
tion costs represent largely freight 
rate eh-rges on hauling the goods 
from eastern manufacturing cen¬ 
tres to the West.
